An Inlort'lilinr sult was flled yesterday in the
Ciren't Court, by Sarah J. Howell, against the
Home of the Friendless and Willlam U, Jame-
gon, executor of the estate of Willlam H. Dell,
in which she states thot she Is o sister of the
Iate Major Willlam I1. Bell, aud that about the
year 184 and during the Ife of her brother she
married Dr. Willlam Howell, who died in 1850,
8he is now a widow 00 yeurs old. Her brother
at the time of his denth nnd for a long time pre-
vious resided In this city., He was w veteran
oflicer of the Uniled States aray, nnd was
aoveniy-tso years old when he died
For s0MNE time previous to his
death he waa veory infirin, both in mind and

body. On the 27th of November, 1865, he made
a will. The complainants claim that he was

then, and for a long time previous, of gound and
digsposing mind; that in the will he lelt to
Mra. Powell “one undivided fourth ofthe balance
of his estate of every kind whatever;” that his
ostate was worth not less than 250,000, and
that his debts, ete., did not excead $500. On
the 8th of December, 1865, he made a codieil,
giving to Michael Welbey #1080, and on the
14th of the same month, in aoother codieil, he
revoked the bequest to Mrs. Powell, and de-
vised ono<half to the Home of the Friendless.
The next day he bequeathed to Andrew Auer
£1200. On the 18th of December, in still another
codicil, he directed that the leasehold, corner of
Ollve and Fourth streets, should remain as then
for two years from the date of his death, when
it was to be sold. The will was admitted to
{m:hatv ou the Hth of January, 18606, and Wil-

inm . Jameson was appointed execulor.
Plaintifl cinims that she is the person describied
in the will, «s the doctor bhad no sistor named

Sarah Powell: that the perzon who wrote or
drafted the will and ecodiell by a clerical mis-
tuke wrote Sarall Powell instead of Sarah J.
Howell. 1L is further charged that he was not
of sound mind when he made the eodicil of
December 14, and an opening nup of the mattera
in the estule i therefore asked for.
